THE Frank Mclver 

story began ina 
north of England 
coalmining village 
where people are 
commonly known as 
“gordies” and the 
natural instinct was 
to play Soccer. 


Frank Mclver was 
born there a little over 
60 years ago. 


He was a self-made foot- 
baller, and began his 
schooldays when there were 
no organised school teams. 

Frank played in the yard, 
kicking anything that was 
available — old tennis balls, 
rubber balls, paper rolled 
up and tied with string, 
tins and stones. 

He attributed his abili- 
ties to use his two feet and 
head to a simple method 
he had developed — simple, 
but very effective. 

It. was a tennis ball at- 
tached to six feet of string. 
His two miles “journey to 
school was spent timing, 
trapping and volleying the 
ball on the string. By lift- 
ing his hand he. was able 
to kick it high and head 
the returning ‘ball from any 
angle. 

“JT have often recom- 
mended this to young play- 
ers here in Victoria, but 
they did not have what it 
takes — patience — and 
they soon forgot the ball 
and tring idea.” he said. 


* 


PRONS left school at 13, 
put the ball and string 
aside and started his second 
phase of the game. 

Down a coalmine at 14, 
he soon became a man. 

His Soccer as a_ teen- 
ager was on a playing field 
between the houses of the 
streets. with a big brick 
wall on either side and 
coats set apart on the 
ground for goals at either 
end. They played, hail, 
snow, fain or shine. 

In. this confined space 
one had to, be alert, think 
quick and: move fast to be 
in the game. One thing 
Frank learned was to keep 
his eyes on the ball, his op- 
ponents and the goal. 

It was this training which 
laccounted for many of the 
lgoals he was destined — to

of my happy and successful 
Soccer period in Australia.”
